Another idea is that it is easier to fail than to succeed. 
This most certainly is true but failure holds nothing for 
an individual while success brings many rewards. 
A tendency of many people is to fill life so full of 
secondary activities or substitute activities that they have 
no time in which to perform the best work of which they 
are able. 
Procrastination is closely related to the “will to fail.” 
A person who has a task to accomplish has two ways of 
going about it. One is to sit down and work until the job 
ls finished. The other is to fill his time with so many 
small unimportant activities that the actual task is left tor 
another time. One who procrastinates often puts things 
off so long that he never accomplishes them. 
To overcome this “will to fad”, a person should act as 
if it were impossible to fail. He must first rid himself of 
any fear, distrust or downright laziness. The next step is 
to capture imaginatively 
a state of mind of inevitable 
success. This will result in a tremendous surge of vitality 
and will give any person the needed incentive to tackle a 
difficult job. 
Once a job is begun, it is best to work as long as 
po«sbilt Inst*-ad of stopping at the first signs of fatigue, 
one should discipline himself to finish as much of a job as 
he can. 
The rewards of a job well done are innumerable. Pride 
in cne’i self is perhaps the most important. After the first 
success, each new project becomes easier and the “will to 
fad” changes to a will to succeed. All it takes is a little 
self * determination and the desire to do well. 
As Anstotie once said, “Freedom is obedience to self * 
formulated rules.”
